¶ Nedes muſt runnyng be taken foz a lau⸗ 
| dableecrerciſe, ſens one of the moſt noble ca⸗ 
pytaines of all the Romains, toke his name 

of rennynge, and was called —— Tur 
ſoz, whyche is in englyſſhe, Pappzius the 
Renner. Ind alſo the valiaunt Marius the 
Romapne, whan he hadde ben ſcuen tymes 
Lonſull, and was of the age ok foure froze 
peres, exercyſed hym ſelfe daily amonge the

C The Romapynes, who abone al thynges, 
had mooſte in eſtimacion martiall pꝛo weſſe, 
had a large and ſpacious fielde, without the 
citie of Rome, whiche was called Marces 
ficlde, in l atine Campus Martius, wherin 
the pourhe of the citie was exercyſed. This 
fielde adioyned to the ryuer of Tyber, to the 
intent that as well men as chyldꝛen, ſhoulde 
wathe and refreſhe theym in the water after 
labours, as alſo learne to ſwymme. 
Ind not men and chyld zen only, but alſo the 
— : that by ſuche vſage they ſhulde moze 
aptely and boldely paſſe oucr greate riuers, 
and bemoze able to reſyſte oʒ cut the waues, 
and not be afcrd of pirrics oz great ſtoꝛmes, 
Foz it hath ben oftentymes ſene, that by the 
good ſwymmpng of hozſes, many men hath 
ene ſaued * and contrarywyſe, by a tymos 
by gre the water hath vneth com 
to his bealy, his legges hath foltred, wherbp 
many a good and pꝛopꝛe man hath periſhed, 
benefitte retepued the holle cytee of 
me, by the Cwymmpnge of Oratius Co- 
| hiche is a noble hiſtozp, and worthy 
” - 
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to be remembꝛed. 
¶ Ifter the Romaynes had erpelled Tars 
quine their kyng, as TJ hauc betoꝛe remem⸗ 
bꝛed, he deſired ayde of Pozſena, kynge of 
Thuſcanes, a noble and valiant pzince,to re 
coucr eftſoncs his realme and digr tie: who 
with a great and puiſſaunt hoſt, beſieged the 
citie of Rome, and ſo ſodainely and ſharply 
a ſſaulted it, that it lackcd but lyttell, that he 
nc had centred into the citie with his hoſt, os 
uer the bzydge, called Hublicius, where en⸗ 
coutred with him this Ozatius with a fewe 
Romapynes.Ind whplcs this noble capitain 
beyng alone, with an incredible ſtrength res 
ſyſted all the hoſteof Poxcena,that were ou 
the bzidge, he commaunded the bzydge to be 
broken behynd hym, wherwithall the Thu 
ſcanes theron ſtandyng, fell into the greate 
tyuer of Tiber, but Oꝛatius all armed lept 
into the water, and Cwamme to his compa⸗ 
ny. All be it that he was ſtriken with many 
arowes and dartes , and alſo greuouſely 
wounded, not withſtandynge by his noble 
eee and frate of n he laue d 
the citie of Rome from perpetuall ſeruitude, 
whiche was likely to haue enſued by the te⸗ 
+ turneof the pzoude Tarquine, 
Jultus Le C Howe much pzofited the feate of wym⸗ 
ar ſwims myng to the valyaunt Julius Cecar ? Who 
mug. Katthebattapleof Jlexandzi, on a 12 be 
| png a bandoned of his people fo2 the multi 
eude of his enemies, whiche oppzelled — 


was — — 
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whan he myght no longer ſuſteine the hoot 
of darts and arowes, he boldly lept into the 
ſca, and diuing vnder the water, cſccaped the 
cot, and ſwime the ſpace of, C C. paces to 
one of his ſhyps, dꝛawynge his cote armure 
with his teethe after hym,that his ennemics 
ſhuld not atteinc it, and alſo that it mouhgte 
ſomewhat defende hym from their arowes: 
Ind that moze meruaile was, holding in his 
hand abouc the water, certain letters, which 
a littel befoze he had reteiued fr6 the Senat. Sertozius 
¶ Befoze hym Sertozius (who of the Spa 
niardes was named the ſecond Annib all fox 
his mowelle ) in the battaple that Scipio 
fought ag aynſt the Limbies, whiche inua⸗ 
ded Fraunce, whan by negligence of his peo 
ple, his ennemte pꝛeuatled, and put his hoſte 
to the wozle, he beinge looꝛe wounded, and 
his hoꝛſe beyng loſte, armed as he was in a 
geſſeron, holding in his handes, a tergat and 
his woꝛde, lept into the rpucr of None, whi 
che is wonderfull Cwift, aud fwpmming a⸗ 
gatnſt the ſtreame, came to his companp, not 
without great wonderyng of all his enmics, 
whiche ſtode and behelde hym, 
2 great king Alex ander lamented, that 
he had not well learned to ſwymme. Fo in 
ndie whan he wente agaynſt the puiſſaunt 
Po1us, he was conſtrapned, in folo⸗ 
' wpng his enter pꝛiſe, to conuey his hoſt ouer 
arpner of wonderful greatnes:than cauſed 


he his hozlemen to gage GEE EEE 
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befyrl perteiued that it came to the bꝛeſteg 
of the hozſes, 4 in the myddle of the ſtreme, - 
the hoꝛſes went in water to the necke,wher 
with the footemen bepng aferde,durſte not 
aduenture to paſſe ouer the ryuer, lexũder 
perteiuyng that, with a dolozous maner in 
this wile lamented, O howe moſt vnhappp 
am 7 of al other, that haue not oz this time 
lerned ro f\wpmme- Ind therwith he pulled 
a tergate from one of his fouldiours, and 
caſtynge it into the water, ſtandynge on it, 
with his ſpeare, conueped him ſ(clf with the 
ſtreme, and gouernynge the tergate wtſely, 
brought hym lelfe vnto the other ſide of the 
water, Wherof his people beyng abaſhed, 
ſome aſſaied toſwymme, ſome holding faſt 
by the hozfes; other by Cpeares, and other 
like weapons, many vpon fardels and trut 
Ces, gate ouer the ryuer: in ſo much as no⸗ 
thyng was periſhed ſaue a lyttell baggage, 
and of that no great quantitie loſte.

erſiaſ as Xenophon wꝛiteth ) vſed this ma 
all their huntynge.

Cemeth, there was in the realme of Pcrſig, 
but one Citie, whiche as J ſuppoſe, was 
called Perſepolts, there were the childzen of 
the Perſians, from their infancie, vnto the 
acge of ſeuentene peres, bzoughte vp in the 
lernyng of iuſtice and tempozaunce,s alſo to 


obſerue continence in meate and dztnke:in (0 
muche, that whither Co euer they went, they 
to ke with them foꝛ their Cuſtenarice, but on⸗ 
ly breade and her bes, called Creſsis,in latin 
Naſtartium: and foz their dzinke, a dyſhe to 
take water out of the ryuers as they paſſed. 
Alco they learned to ſhote, » to caſt the darte 
oꝛ fauelpn, Whan they came to the aege of 
xvii.,yeres.they were lodged in the palayſcs, 
that were there ozdeyned foz the kynge and 
his nobles, whiche was as well foz the Caue- 
garde of the citee, as fo; the example of tem⸗ 
peraunce, that they datclye had at their cies 
gyuen to thepm by the nobles : whiche alſoo 
mought be called Peeres, by the ſignifica:

Foz pf by any occaſion their 
huntyng continued aboue one dap, thei toke 
che Catd diner fox their ſupper : and the next 
day, pt᷑ thep kplled no game, they hunted vn 
tyll cupper 1 LY0eS two daics 
bat fo2 one. Ind tf they toke any thyng, thei 
eate it at their ſupper with iop and pleaſure, 
It — Ty were killed, thei eate only bzead 
and creſſis, as J befoze reherſed, and dzank 
therto water. Ind if any man will diſpzepſe 
this dictc, lette him thynke what pleaſure 
there is in bzeade,to him that is hungry:and 
what dplectation is in dꝛynkynge water to 
hym that is thurſtye. Surelpe this mancr of 
hunting map be called a neceſſary ſolace and 
aſtyme, foz therin is the verye tmitacion of 
attaple, Foz not onely it doth ſew the cou- 
rage and ſtrengthe, as well of the hozſe as 
of him that rydeth, trauerſyng ouer moun⸗ 
taines and valepes, encountryng and ouer⸗ 
thꝛowyng great and myghty beaſtes: but al: 
Coo it tnereaſeth in theim bothe agylitye and 
chneſſe, alſo ſleyght and policpe to fynde 
p and ſtraites, where thei may 
omg oz intrap their enemies.

be grebes, kes was at the lyon, the lybarde, the tygrs,

the wolke, and the hart. Theleus, whi⸗ 
che was companton to Hercules, atteyned 
eateſt parte ot his renoume, fo: fpgh- 
tyng with the great boze, whiche the Sree⸗ 
nes called Phera, that waſted and cõſumed 
the kpeldes of a greate countrey. 
¶ Pelager likewiſe fo ſleynge the greatte 
boze in Calidonia, whiche in greatnes and 
ficreenes excelled all other boꝛes: and hadde 
ſlayne many noble and vallaunt pcrſoncs, 
¶ The greate Alex ander, in tymes vacante 
from battadle, delited in that maner hating, 
Ona time he faught alone with a lion, won⸗ 
derfull greate x fierce, beyng pꝛeſent among 
other ſtraungers, the ambaſTadour of Lace⸗ 
demonta. Ind after longe trauaple, with its 
crcdtble myght, he ouerthzewe the lyon, and 
lle we hym, wherat theſaide ambaſTadoure, 
wagd:png martaplouſiy,ſatdeto the kpng, 
A wolde to god(noble pzynce) ye ſhuld fight 
g a lyon for Come great empire. By w 
the woꝛdes it lemed. that he nothing appꝛo⸗ 
ued the valiauntnes of a pꝛynce by fiahtrng 
with a wild beſt, wherin much mote was ad 
uentured, thã mought be by the victozy gott᷑. 
¶ All be it Pompey, Heztozius, and diuers 
ather noble Romaiſnes, whan they were in 
| Numidia, Ribia,x ſuch other toũtreys whi⸗ 
ches now be called Barbari x Moziſco,in the 
vatacion ſcaſon frome warres, they

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and ſauage, to the entente ther by to exerciſe 
them Celfes x4 their louldiours. But almightt 
od be thũked, in this realm be no ſuch cruel 
eaſtcs to be purſued, Notwithſtandyng,in 
the huntpng of red dere and falo r 
be a great parte of ſemblable exerciſe, vſcd 
by noble men, fpectally in fozcſtis, whiche be 
Cpacious:if they wolde ve but a fewe nom- 
bꝛe of houndes, onely to harbozawe oꝛ route 
the game, by their yoꝛnynge to gyue knowe⸗ 
lege, whyche waie it kleeth, the remenaunt 
of the difpozte to be in purſupug with taue⸗ 
Iyns and other weapons, in maner of war. 
Ind to theym, whiche in this huntyng dooe 
ewe mooſte pꝛoweſſe and actiuttie, a gar⸗ 
lande, oz ſome other lyke token, to be gyuen 
in lygne of victozy, and with a toyful maner 
to be bzoughte in the pzeſence of him that is 

chiefe in the companye, there to reteiue con⸗ 
dy ane p1aife foz their good endeuour. | 
 CIdvyſpzayſenot the huntyng of the fore 
with undes, but it is not to be ca 
pared to theo hunting in commoditie of 
excrciſe, Therfoz it wold be vſed in the depe 
Dae other game is vnſeſonabie. 
Hunting of the hare with grehoũdes, is a 
ryght good ſolace foz men that be ſtudiouſe, 
oz theym to Aer 
allo for getilwome, which feare nether 


tonne noz wynde foz app beaus 
tie. And peraduenture they Gabe ter 
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laſſe idell, than they ſhuld be at home in their 
chambers, 5 
( Killyng of dere with bowes oz greyhoũ⸗ 
des, lexueth well foz the pot (as ts the com- 
mune faipng) and therfoze it muſt of neceſſi⸗ 
tie be Cometyme vſed. But it conteyneth ther 
in no commendable ſolace oz exerciſe, in com 
pariſon to the other fourme ot huntynge, yt 
it be diligently percepued, 

C 23s toi haukynge, J can fynde no notable 
remembzaunce ,that it was vſed of auncient 
tyme amonge noble pꝛincis. I calle auncient 
eyme, befoze a thouſande peres paſſed, ſens 
whiche tyme, vertue and noblenes hathe ra 
ther decaped than in created. Noz J coulde 
neuer knowe, who found kyꝛſt that diſpoꝛt. 
Plinius maketh menclon in his, vii.boke 
ofthe hiſtozpe of nature, that in the partes 
pf Grete called Thiacia, men and haukes, 
as it were by a contederacy, toke byꝛdes to⸗ 
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many other, as well as J haue ſeene a fem. 
blable experiente of wilde hobics, whiche in 
come countreis that be champ ayne, wyl ſoze 
and lye alofte, houcryng oucr larkes + quai 
les, and kcepe them downe on the grounde, 
whyles they, whiche awahte on the p3ay, da 
take them. But in what wyſe, oz where ſoo 
cucr the begynnynge of haukyng was, ſure: 
Iy it is a ryght dclectable Colace, though ther 
of commeth not lo much vtilitte (concerning 
exertiſe) as there docth of huntyng. But 
woldour faukons mought be Catiſficd wit 
the diuiſion of their pzaye, as the faukons 
of Thz:acia were, that they needed not to de 
uoure the hennes of this realme, in ſuch nũ⸗ 
bꝛe, that vnleſſe tt be ſhoꝛtly tonlydered, and 
that faukons be broughte to a moe homely 
dicte; it is ryght lykelp, that within a chozte 
ſpace of pcres, our family ar pultrpe Hall be 
as ſcatte, as be nowe partriche and fclaunt, 
ſpcake not this in diſpꝛayſe of the faukos 
ut of them, whiche kepeth them lyke cocke 
neys. The meane gentill menne, and honef 
houſeholders, whiche care fo: the gentill en: 
tertainment of their frendes, do find in there 
dyſſhe that J ſafe trouthe, and noble menne 
Gall ryght ſhoatly eſpie it, whan they come 
ſodepnly to their rendes houſe, vnpuruepde 
fo: lacke of long warnyng. ' | 
But nowe to returne to my purpote. n 
dqubtedly hauking meaſurably vfed and oz 
a paſtyme, gyueth to a man good appetite is 
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per. And at the leaſte waye withdꝛa⸗ 
weth him krome other daliance oz diſpoztes 
diſhoneſt, and to body and ſoule perchante 
pernitious. 
¶ Nowe J purpoſe to declare ſome thyng, 
toncernynge daunſyng, wherin is merytc of 
25 pend diſpzayſe, as I ſhall expꝛeſſe it in 
che kourme, as I truſt the reder ſhall fynd 
therein a rare and ſyngular pleacute, with 
alſo good learnyng in thinges not pet com⸗

Im not of that opinion, that all danſyng 
gener ally is repougnant vnto vertue, all 
though ſome perkfones excellently lerned, 
ſpecially diuines, ſo do affyzime it: whiche 
alwaie haue in thepz monthes, (whan they 
come into the n the ſaping of the no⸗ 
ble doctour, Fuguftine: That better it 


wort to delue oz to go to plonghe on the ſons 
day, than to daunce. Which mought be pas 
ken of that kynde of daunſyng, whiche was 
vled in the * of ſaint Juguſtin, whil cue 
ry thpng with the n 
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from their perfection, and the olde maner of 
daunſynge was fo:gotten, and none remai⸗ 
ned, but that which was laſciuious,and coz 
rupted the mpndes of them that daunſed, x 
pꝛouoked ſyn, as ſcmblablp ſome do at this 
dap. Alſo at that time (dolatry was nat clere 
ly extinct, but diuers fragtuentes thereof re; 
mained in euery region. Ind perchaunce (os 
lemne daunces, whiche were celebzate vnto 
the paynyms falſe goddes, were pet conty⸗ 
nued, fot as muche as the pure relygion of 
| Lhaifſt was not in al places conſolidate, and 

the paſtours and curates dyd wynke at ſuch 
retreations, featynge If they ſhoulde haſtily 
haue remeued it, and induced ſodaynely the 
ſeuerit ie of goddes lawes, they ſhulde ſtyzre 
the people therby to a generall ſedition, to 
the immintẽt daũger and ſubuertio of Chzi⸗ 
ſtes hole relygion, late ſo wen amonge them, 
and nat pet ſufficiently rooted. But the wile 
and diſcrete doctour ſaint Juguſtine, vling 
the arte of an ozatour, wherin he was right 
excellente, omittyng all rigozous menace 01 
terroure, diſwaded theym by the mooſte ea⸗ 
ſyeſt way, from that inancr teremonv, belon 
gyng to idolatry, pzcferrynge befoze it body⸗ 
ly occapacis,therby aggrauating the offence | 
to god, that was in that ceremonpe, ſens oc⸗ 
cupation, whiche is neceTarye for mans ſu⸗ 
ſtpnance, and in due tymes vertuous, is nat 
withſt andynge pꝛohthyte d to be vſed on the 
ſondapes. Ind pet in theſe wozdes * 
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noble doctour, is not ſo gener all diſpꝛaite to

that, whiche all redy was in theim, lyke as 
the mydwike brought not in the chylde, but 
beyng conteiued, did helpe to bzinge it fozth: 
And lyke as in houndes is 4 power oꝛ diſpo 
ſicion to hunt, In hoꝛſes and undes 
an aptitude to renne Cwiftely, fo in the ſou⸗ 
es of menne is tingenerate a lemeof ſcience, 
whiche with the myxture of a tcrreſtryalle 
ſubſtance is obfuſcate, oz made darke, But 
where there is a perfect matſter pzepared in
